Company Proposes to Jump 
Star Attractions to Atlanta 
Theater From Washington, 
Baltimore or New York. 


The Grand theater, once the home 
of the legitimate, but devoted in re- 
cent years to moving pictures,,is to 
be opened shortly with popular-priced 
vaudeville drawn from the Marcus 
Loew circuit, according to a story 
published in New York Saturday morne 
ing. 

The Marcus Loew authorities have 
ottained the house from the Shubert 
Theatrical company, who leased it five 
years ago until 1920. The Grand has 
recently been sub-leased by the Jake 
Wells interests, but was taken from 
Wells last week on a dispossessory 
Warrant issued by the Shuberts in an 
attempt to collect over-due rent. 

The Marcus Loew company is one of 
the best known in the east. It now 
has no southern theaters. The pub- 
lished story, however, states that the 
Grand in Macon has also. been obtained 
by the Loew offices. These will be 
the first Loew houses in Dixie. 

Leonard Haas, counsel for the Shu- 
bert interest in Atlanta, stated Satur- 
day ‘afternoon that he did not. know 
whether the deal between the Shu- 
berts and Loew had been consummated, 
but admitted they were carrying on 
negotiations since the dispossessing of 
Jake Wells. 

The date for the reported opening is 
March 1.

ITALIAN AIRSHIPS

Rome, February 19.—(Via London.) 
The loss of one aeroplane in an air 
raid by an Italian air squadron on an 
Austro-Hungarian town is repor in 
the official statement issued today. 
The statement follows: 

“There have been artillery actions 
at various points on the front, in ad- 
dition to reprisals of fire against in- 
habited localities. 

“In retaliation for 
violations of international law by the 
enemy. since the beginnin of the 
war, a squadron of our aeroplanes yes- 
terday morning made a raid on Lu- 
biane (Laibach).

cavities in their permanent teeth, and 
teach them how to care properly for 
mouths?’

“Atlanta's question from an economic 
standpoint is the same.” 


Dr. Hinman has travele@ extensively 
in the study of his profession, and has 
given much time investigating the 
methods in various, cities where the 
public school dental clinics and free 
examinations have been inaugurated, 
He has noted some interesting results 
of which he told to a Constitution re- 
porter Saturday. 

“Cleveland,” said Dr. Hinman, “was 
the leader in this dental clinic work. I 
have seen the result sobtained in the 
Marion school, which is in a gettle- 
ment district of that city. In this school 
one grade was singled out by the den- 
tists of the city for an experiment. The 
teeth of the 40 members of this grade 
were put in excellent condition. They 
were taught the proper care of their 
teeth, and the tooth-brush drill, In a 
short time careful statistics kept on 
their records showed that they had in- 
creased in efficiency, efficiency in 
health, their studies and attendance, 
from 60 per cent to 400 per cent. 

“Three vicious children of the grade 
were made really attractive by the re- 


(pair of their teeth, which improved 


their health so much that their vicious 
natures left them. In this school the 
children were also taught the proper 
mastication of their food. I have visit- 
ed this school and seen the work that 
was carried on by the dentists of Cleve- 
land who began then one of the biggest 
movements ever undertaken by the pro- 
fession. Now Cleveland has installed 
free dental clinie work and teeth ex- 
aminations in all its schools. They 
have increased the attendance in their 
schools up to nearly 100 per cent. It 
was observed thdt when a child had 
‘diphtheria it usually went right , on 
through his class. Experiments show- 
ed that diphtheria germs were carried 
in decayed teeth, and the installation 
of the system whereby Cleveland put 
its school children’s mouths in sani- 
tary condition eradicated practically 
all infectious diseases. 

“The health board of Cleveland and 
Cincinnati, which also installed this 
work, state that the dental clinics have 
been self-supporting, saving both cities 
thousands of dollars in children at- 
tending ‘school more regularly, and 


P®making faster strides in their studies.” 


Ed tional Campaign. 


Leading ntists of the city do not 
look for ‘much help from city council 
in starting a free dental clinic for At- 
lanta school children. They stake their 
hopes on an educational campaign 
through the newspapers, whereby the 


hpublic will be instructed in the needs 


of dental examinations in the public 
schools and the benefits accruing there- 
from, followed by private subscriptions, 

Two years ago the dentists of At- 
lanta made examinations of the mouths 
of Atlanta school children. It was 
found that 90 per cent of the children 
of the public schools had defective 
mouths. It was also shown that hun- 
dreds of the absences in the local 
schools are caused by aching teeth and 
health impaired by defective teeth ema- 
nating poisonous fluids which soak- 
ed through the system. 

The dental society is now doing what 
work it can towards caring for the 
teeth of school children, but means are 
very limited. It supports an anti-tuber- 
culosis officer. The dentists are basing 
their hopes for the initiatory step in 
Atlanta towards dental clinic for 
school children and free examinations 
on the prospect of getting the city or 
the board of education to add a dentist 
to the medical staff that now has 
charge of examining schoo] children.

Washington, February 19.—-Sena- 
torial investigation of .charges that 
American financiers have attempted to 
monopolize the sisal crop ®f Yucatan, 
Mexico, was broadened today to in- 
clude an inquiry into whether the In- 
ternational Harvester company sought 
by intimidating Amercan bankers to 
prevent sigal planters obtaining money 
to market their crops. 

The agriculture committee conduct- 
ing the investigation decided to call 
as witnesses President Cyrus H. Mc- 
Cormick and other officials of the 
harvester company, and Arthur Rey- 
nolds, vice president of the Continental 
and Commercial National bank, of 
Chicago, and to ask the bank to sub- 
mit a record of the balance maintain- 
ed there by the company during the 
last three years. Officials of the Na- 
tional City bank, of New York, will be 
asked to testify, too, regarding 
charges that the harvester company 
also exerted influence upon that insti- 
tution. . 

The committee adjourned until next 
Tuesday after hearing testimony by 
Dr. Victor EB. Rendon, head of a com- 
mission created by the Yucatan gov- 
ernment to market the sisal crop, and 
Sol Wexler, a New York banker, 
formerly of New Orleans, president of 
the Pan-American Commission corpora- 
tion, organized in this countfy to 
finance the Yucatan planters. Wexler, 
whose corporation guaranteed to loan 
the planters $10,000,000 a year for five 
years, testified- that he had been told 
by George M. Reynolds, president of 
the Continental and Cemmercial bank, 
and James Perkins, a vice president of 
the National City bank, that the har- 
vester company was unwilling for them 
to loan money to the Pan-American 
corporation. :

MAROONED FOR MONTHS 
ON A LONELY ISLAND 


Jacksonville, 11., February 19.—A 
letter mailed at Honolulu, T. H., Feb- 
ruary 3, was received here today from 
Homer T. Madison, of Whitehall, IIL, 
relating how, with a number of others, 
he was marooned for nearly a year and 
a half on an island off the west coast 
of Séuth America after leaving the 
British steamer Bella Donna, sunk by 
a German cruiser in September, 1914. 

The letter, received by his grand- 
mother, Mrs. Rebecca Madison; said: 

“For the last year anda half I have 
been on a little island in the South 
sea where no ships ever stop. 

‘IT was on the English ship Bella 
Donna, when, a year ago, we were 
stopped off the west oom | of South 
America by a German cruiser. They 
forced us to go in small boats and then 
sank the ship. The ddy after we ran 
into a pretty stiff gale and were blown 
away south. We brought up on a small 
island among a group of several. There 
were a few friendly natives there and 
one white man. e were there until 
about forty days, when a small sailing 
vessel put in for water, having been 
ae off her course. We then came

He says that few men 
who have not investigated this busi- 
ness have any idea of its commercial 
importance to a community. Next to 
feeding and clothing people, he thinks, 
comes their amusement, and that such 
writers as Thomas Dixon and others 
are now devoting their lives to pro- 
ducing classic and artistic photo-plays, 
argues well for the continued expan- 
sion and growth of this marvelous in- 
dustry. 

On a recent visit to Atlanta of Colo- 
nel Henry Watterson, Mr. Hopkins went 
over with him the scenes on which the 
battle of Atlanta was fought, and from 
Mr. Watterson’s vivid description of 
many well remembered incidents Mr.

But you may perhaps bring home to. your- 
self the ned@rness of the ghastly tragedy 
now being enacted in Europe,. when you 
consider that the activities which have 
overwhelmed Belgium, wiped Serbia off the 
map as an indipendant kingdom, “made 
Montenegro, which for centuries held back 
the Turk, a country without an army or. a 
government, could all a eccurred in one 
corner of the state of xas.- I wish to 
bring home to you the nearness of all this 
to the people among whom it has oc- 
curred. 

“Consider these details: Take three of our 
largest states—Texas is equal to the com- 
bined areas of Belgium, Montenegro, Den- 
mark, Greece, Portugal, England, Serbia, 
Switzerland and Rumania. California 
will take in the combined areas of Be 
gium, Denmark, Greece, Portugal, 
and Switzerland. Montana is equal in area 
to Denmark, Greece, Portugal, Serbia and 
Switzerland, and Pennsylvania, with a com- 
paratively small area of 45.000 square miles, 
could embrace within its borders both Bel 
gium and Serbia, while Missouri, with 69,- 
060 square miles, ‘is six times the size of 
Belgium and equal to the combined areas 
ef Béigium, Rumania and Montenegro.

The decision is the first of the kind 
that has been made by an appellate 
court in the state. 

If the driver of an automobile is 
convicted of running his car recklessly 
and in an accident some one has been 
injured, an indictment may follow for 
assault and battery, and if the acci- 
dent results fatally, an indictment for 
murder could be made, it is said, un- 
der the decision of the court of ap- 
peals. 

The case that went to the court of 
appeals was from Pulaski county, be- 
ing that of H. H. Tift vs. the state. 
Tift had been convicted of assault and 
battery and fined $250 or sentenced 
to the chaingang. for six months, The 
evidence was that on July 18, 1915, 


while driving an automobile on a pub-, 
lic road three miles from Hawkinsville, | 


his car struck a buggy in which were 
Mrs. Ethel Simmons, Mrs. Pearl Sim- 
mons and a child. The two women 
were injured. He is said to have been 
driving at a reckless speed.

ADDRESS TO GREEK KING 
CAUSES LIVELY DEBATE 


Paris, February 19.—According to a 
Havas dispatch from Athens, the ad- 
dress to King Constantine by the pres- 
ident of the Greek chamber of deputies 
was followed today by a lively discus- 
sion of the address in the chamber. 
The discussion was waged over the re- 
sponsibility of the king for the policy 
of the government. 

M. Dimitracopoulis, former minister 
of justice, declared that it was unpar- 
liamentary for the president of the 
chamber to present a political program 
in his address to the king. Premier 
Skouloudis retorted that former Pre- 
mier Venizelos had done precisely ‘the 
same thing. . 

An opposition deputy objected to that 
passage in the address which said that 
it was the kineg’s intervention that 
saved Greece from taking a share in 
the European conflagration and threw 
the responsibility for it on the king, 
whereas, he said, the king is not re- 
sponsible. 

Minister of Justice and Communica- 
tion Rhallis explained that the govern- 
ment was responsible for the king’s 
words. He assured the chamber that 
the king by his patriotism had con- 
tributed to the protection of the na- 
tional interests. 

“Through the policy of the govern- 
ment and the king,” said Minister Rhal- 
lis, “we shall come unscathed out o 
the torment which ts afflicting the 
world.”

to death of an American doctor named 
Simon or Shimmun, as he was known 
there. His identity was not further 


established, but the story of the out-j}. 


rage, as told by Dr. Sargis, was as fol- 
lows: 

“Dr. Shimmun was in the village of 
Supurgham when the Turks attacked 
that place. He was among those who 
took refuge on a mountain near the 
lakes. He was captured and told that, 
since he had been a good doctor and 
had helped the wounded, they would 
not kill him, but that he must accept 
the Mohammedan faith. He refused, as 
almost all Christians did. They. poured 
oil on him, and, before ‘applying the 
torch, they gave him another chance 
to forsake his religion. Again he reée- 
fused, and they set his clothes afire. 
While running in agony from the 
flames, the Turks shot him several 
times. After he fell to the ground un- 
conscious they hacked. his head Off. 
Mr. Allen, an American missionary, 
who went from village to village bury- 
ing the victims of this butchery, 
found thé body of Shimmun half eaten 
by dogs. 

Bound Together « Shot, . 

“The Catholic mission there took 150 
Christians of all sects and kept them 
in a small room and tried to save them, 
but at least forty-nine of them, among 
them one Bishop Dinkha, of the Epis- 
copal mission, were bound together one 
night, taken to Gagin mountain and 
there shot down.” 

Mr. Sargis was born in Persia, but 
went to America in 1893, and was edu- 
cated there by assistance of Dr. W. F. 
Oldham, former bishop of India. He 
is a graduate of Ohio Wesleyan and 
Ohio Medical. university, and was for 
a time resident physician of the: Pro- 
testant hospital at Columbus, Ohio. ; 

Dr. Sargis.was doing relief work in 
Urumiah on. January. 1 last year when 
the Russian army retired from that 
city, followed by 14,000 refugees from 
Urumiah and a hundred surrounding 
villages. The hardships and sufferings 
endured by those refugees were de- 
scribed in Associated Press dispatches. 
There were still left.in Urumiah and 
the villages 45,000 persons, chiefly 
Armenian refugees, when the Turks 
and Kurds entered. The latter at once 
began the work .-of extermination of 
the Christian. population. In one town 
alone, Gulfarchin, in one night, ac- 
cording to Dr. Sargis, seventy-nine mén 
and boys were tiéd hand to hand, taken 
to a hil outside the village and~ siiot. 
Their wives and daughters were dis- 
tributed among the Turks, Kurds and 
Persian Mohammedans. 

Dr. Sargis’ story continues: 

“On the second day after the Turkish 
officers came they had a good many 
wounded ‘and: sick: ‘As soon as they 
heard that I was an able physician, 
they took me, gave me a bodyguard 
and put me in charge of Urumiah hos- 
pital. That was how I came to learn 
most of their secrets; I helped their 
wounded and sick. One day there were 


sixty men brought from Bashkal, all: 


well-to-do citizens, some of them noted 
men of that place. They were used as 
beasts of burden, forced to carry rolls 
of barbed wire into Urumiah. The next 
day they were all taken to the Castle 
of Ismayil ahd every one was shot or 
hacked to death. 


To Kill All Armenians. 

“About that time Nuri, the governor 
of Gavr, told me that he had received 
word from the Turkish commander, to 
kill all the Armenian soldiers in the 
Turkish army. He said that, for my 
sake, he would not do it, but tat some- 
body else would. - Twenty-nine were 
killed about fifteen miles from Urumiah 
at Karmad. Pe snadelght, of them in 
the city, fine fellows, some of them ed- 
ucated in Beirut. They had been dis- 
armed, and one night they took them 
to the-suburbs and shot them. But one 
of them, named Aslam, escaped. -He 
dropped with the others, but was not 
hit. After the butchers left, he made 
his way to the Presbyterian mission 
college. I was notified and asked to 
take care of him. I kept him until the 
Russian army came. He joined, and is 
now fighting with them. 

“In the First Turkish corps, com- 
manded by Khalil Bey, there were 
about 400 Armenians. One- of them, 
Gulbankyan, a graduate of Beirut, told 
me that’ they were all doomed to be

Ellam’s development here into one 
of the most brilliant tacticians and 
strategists in the league was under as 
trying a circumstance as ever a ball 
player in the Southern -league was 
called upon to face. He came here in 
the fall of 1906 from Connersville in the 
Ohio-Pennsylvania league and had the 
misfortune to incur at the outset the 
enmity of a certain clique of fans 
whose habitat was the left field bleach- 
ers. From that day hence for many 
months Ellam’s life was a burden. 


Fans Start Riding. 


Ellam came to Birmingham a raw, 
nervous youngster, with many glaring 
faults and this gang concluded that 
he was. without merit and that they 
desired his head.

Upheaval in Majors. 


Never since I joined Louisville have 
I seen such an upheaval in the major 
leagues.

But it must be remembered that in the 
firat ten years of the present century 
the game boasted of many great and 
extraordinarily great stars. It was 
hard for recruits to break in. But 
while the present has more than kept 
pace with the demand for pitching I 
must confess that the grade of other 
talent coming up is hardly’ staple 
enough to meet the pace set a-few years, 


ago. 
eNowadays a clubd is torn down and} 
rebuilt entirely, whereas the old base- 
ball machines were manipulated and 
kept strengthened by the most deli- 
cate one-man process. I neVer saw a 
club fade in a year between managers 
and win a pennant two years later, as 
in the case of the Braves. I never 
saw a team of the’ wonderful caliber 
of the Cubs crumble in so short a time. 
Of the early forces that won four 
pennants only Frank Schulte remains. 
I need not go into the Philadelphia 
situation. There was a team of stars 
for many A arg that gave us a world of 
troudie. ‘The club lost seven men. 
Their places were taken mostly by 
players who had been waived on by 
one or more clubs. A mixture of dis- 
carded oungsters and supposedly 
“down-and-outs,” encouraged and 
driven by a@ wise old head rescued 
from the obscure heap of “has-beens,” 
sailed and won a pennant. Anything 
may happen next season and I only 
hope the race is as close as it was in 
1915. ‘Battles like those will keep up 
life in us withered old fellows.

the Great Bastern will be staged, in 
pulling off a “booster shoot" each 
month.

THE AUSTRALIAN ADONIS 


On a February day just a quarter of 
a century ago there stepped from the 
gangplank of a steamship at San Fran- 
cisco a tall; handsome man, half an 
inch over six feet in height, broad of 
shoulder, but slender of waist and mag- 
nificently proportioned, with a keen, 
intelligent, attractive face—such a man, 
in short, as would delight an artist and 
cause the heart of an impressionable 
maiden to beat the faster. 

The fame of the newcomer had pre- 
ceded him, and a number of San Fran- 
ciscans, including several newspaper 
scribes, were on hand to welcome him. 
Jim Hall was his name, a native of 
Sydney, Australia, and a middleweight 
Pugilist by trade. The youth—he was 
then only twenty-two—was without the 
cauliflower ear which js the “earmark” 
of his profession, and, although every 
inch an athlete in appearance, he was 
far from bearing any resemblance to 
the popular conception of'a bruiser. 

The newspaper boys, cudgelling their 
Drains for an apt descriptive phrase 
to apply to the newcomer, soon hit upon 
“The Australian Adonis.” Theynickname 
was all the more striking because of the 
comparison it suggested in connection 
with that ‘other eminent Australian, 
Robert. Fitzsimmons, who had become 
middleweight champion of the ‘world 
by beating Jack Dempsey in New Or- 


made Jim the idol of the London 
sports, and Jim hit a rapid pace which 
s00n caused his health and wealth to 
dwindle. He was but a shadow of th 
‘old Hall when he came bdck to Ameéri- 
ca twenty yéars ago and was knocked 
out by Joe Choynski in the twelfth 
zaps at Maspeth, Long Island.

Won Middle Title. 

Hall had been fighting in his native 
land for sevéral years, and in 1889 he 
won the Australian middleweight title, 
which he defended against Fitzsimmons 
early the following year. Fitz “was 
knocked out in the fourth round, but 
the freckled fighter afterward declare 
that he had laid down to Hall The 
latter, on the contrary, always insisted 
that the fight was on the square. In 
any event, Fitz sailed for America soon 
after his defeat, and within the short 
space of a year was the middleweight 
champion. 

The Australian Adonis was given a 
try-out immediately upon his arrival in 
San Francisco. Alec Greggains, the 
trial horse of the California Athletic 
club, and a veteran of many hard glove 
and bare-fist battles, was pitted against 
Hall, and the latter won easily. Hall 
then went on tour, with Alec as his 
sparring partner. 

The whole pugilistic world was soon 
clamering for a battle between Hall 
and Fitzsimmons. Clubs in California, 
New Orleans, Texas and even two Lon- 
don clubs, began bidding for the match, 
but it was awarded to a Minneapolis 
club which offered $12,600 for the fight. 
It was on a July day in 1891, only a few 
months after Hall’s arrival in America, 


sports from far and near swarmed to 
the Minnesota metropolis.

Good evening ladies and gentlemen. 
I am glad to see so many present at 
this meeting. No doubt the beautiful 
balmy days and glorious moonlight 
nights we are now having, reminding 
one of the “good old summer time” fast

These suggestions are base 
on a study of the weevil conditions in 
many parts of the south. It is true 
some rmers will succeed better than 
others in defeating the weevil. This 
is to be expected Some farmers suc- 
ceed better than others where the wee- 
vil never has been and never will be. 
This is a difference .in men, and we 
need not argue to the contrary. 

The land that new yields plenty of 
good food for the weevil will yield 
even larger quantities of food for man 
and live stock. What we must do when 


the weevil comes in on us is to feed 
ourselves and then risk a few acres 
of cotton. If the weevil gets it we 
will have lost very little. If the 
weevil fails to get it, we are in just 
that much, and in either case we have 
provided ourselves and our steck with 
plenty of food.

When removing the 
chicks from the incubator to the 
brooder, the greatest care should be 
taken that the chicks do not get 
chilled,, for if they do they will crowd 
in the brooder and the weaker ones 
will be trampled to death. On the 
floor of the brooder I scatter medium 
fine sand and some finely cracked 
chick feed, and over this I scatter 
about an inch of short alfalfa. I find 
*that the alfalfa makes the best litter 
for a brooder to be obtained, for the 
reason that it absorbs the moisture 
better and remains sweeter longer than 
any other kind of litter. In feedin 
the chicks for the first two weeks 


expensive: The, cheapest way is to 
take, say, six two-bushel sacks, put a 
peck of oats in each sack and dampen 
the contents of each sack well with 
water. Select a eee warm 
place, say, in an outhouse or barn, and 
stack these sacks up, one on anoth- 
er. In two or three days wet the 
sacks again, changing their position, 
the top one on the bottom and the 
bottom one on top. In about two 
weeks, if everything goes well, you 
should have a nice article of sprouted 
oats, with nice, white, bleached blades. 
A moderately priced oat-sprouter can 
be made by having made ten or twelve 


other. I have tried R. I. Reds and some 
others, but did not like them as much 
as do the Leghorns. As I always 
have an abundance of eggs and chickens 
to use. From thirty’ hens I got 
dozen eggs the st year.

feed rolled oats, stale bread crumbs 
and hard-boiled eggs, chopped fine. At 
the end of the second week I replace 


the rolled cats with cracked wheat and 
corn and prepared chick food, all they 
will eat up clean. During this time 
they have access to fine oyster shell 
and charcoal. IE is surprising how 
much chartoal a “batch” of chickens 
will eat and how little sickness or 
bowel trouble you will have while 
feeding it, providing your brooding ap- 
paratus is in good shape. 

After the first week I give all the 
milk they will drink, sour of course, the 
harder the curd the better they seem 
to like it, but it must not be decayed. 

The second week it is best to let 
the temperature of the brooder remain 

e game as the first week. Each week 
after the second I decrease the heat un- 


til I find the chicks are comfortable at’ 


about 70 degwrees when they are in the 
brooder, You can always tell by the 
action of a chick whether the heat is 
all right better than you can by a 
thermometer. 

I let the' chicks out of the brooders 
on all nice daye after they have become 
acquainted with the brooder, and if you 
will watch them the first couple of 
times they are out and put them in 
when chilly, they will soon learn the 
way and go back themselves when 
cold. 

I gradually change the feed as they 
grow older, from chick feed to devel- 
oping food which is coarser, and as 
soon as they are nicely feathered out 
and do not need any heat, I place them 
lin colony houses, where they remain 
until ready to be put in the yards and 
the sexes separated. One important 
thing in raising brooder chicks is clean= 
liness, and if proper care is given and 
they are kept away from the old birds, 
lice will be one of the least of your 
troubles. 

To recapitulate. Never put .over 
thirty chicks in any brooder, no mat- 
ter what the rated capacity. 

The plan just given for handling a 
brooder and chicks is for the present 
time—now. The modus operandi for the 
same work later in the season, say, 
April, is entirely different, as the 
weather warms up and so much arti- 
ficial heat is not required. 

Brooders, if possible, should be oper- 
ated in an enclosure of some kind at 
thie season. An outbuilding or even a 
shed is better than the open air, as the 
weather is uncertain at this season. 


Corresponftence. 
EGG FOODS. 

Miss Lucy B. Kean, Louisa, Va.— 
Dear Uncle Joe: Please let me know 
through your column in The Constitu- 
tion how to make an egg powder to 
make hens lay. 

Answer—While I don’t use egg pro- 
ducing powders on my place, yet I 
think if judiciously fed to some flocks 
it hastens laying. 

The recipe below. is one formulated 
by me back in 1896. Numerous worth- 
less compounds are sold under various 
mames for increasing the egg yield. 
They are sold at a high price, and in a 
measure a waste of money in buying 
them. ; 

This formula is made up with the 
following articles. Mix all together in 
a fine powdered state by | sifting 
threugh a flour seive: 1 Ib. Cayenne 
pepper; 1 lb. flour sulphur; 2 Ibs. sul- 
pho ie of soda; 2 lbs. cotton seed meal; 
2 lbs. fine sait; 1 Ib. ground ginger; 
4 lbs. powdered bones; % Ib. charcoal. 

The powdered bones are. best ob- 
tained by collecting some large animal 
bones and burn them to a crispy state, 
and powder them. The @arcoal can 
be cheaply made by burhing a lot of 
corn cobs, which will make best arti- 
cle for the formula. 

To feed, take 3 pounds of corn meal, 
3 pounds of bran, 3 pounds of wheat 
middlings and %& pound of cotton seed 
meal and mix up with one teaspoonful 
of the egg producer and feed it to 
the hens in sufficient quantity to sat- 
isfy hunger. Mix the feed with scald- 
ing hot water, and feed it warm win- 
ter and summer at noon. and in the 
morning and evening feed a mixture of 
whole or cracked — and if yarded 
some green stuff must be fed. 

If the formula is given in too large 

uantities you can reduce the propor- 

ons to say one-half or one-quarter 
the quantities. This formula, ag given, 
calis for 15% pounds, though it can 
be reduced to five or ten pounds as one 
may desire. 

As I said above, I do not use egg 
powders on my farm, and do not ad- 
vise its use, €or if a flock will not lay 
by proper f ne they are hardly 
worth keeping. ’

C.—Dear 
Uncle Joe: I take The Constitution 
and if it wasn’t for the chicken page 
would stop my subscription. 

I keep the Single Comb Brown Leg- 
best I can get, and or- 
der a male bird every spring of the 
very best strain I can get. My chick- 
ehs have free range. I have plenty of 
corn, wheat, peas and sorghum heads 
to feed them. I give them some milk 
every day. I have never bought any 
beef scraps or oyster shells. Do you 
think it would pay me to buy some 
for my chickens?’ Is there anything 
else you would advise me to buy with 
what I have? 

Would you advise me to feed my 
hens in littér when they have free 
range? Sometimes [ do this and it 
geems to make them lay more eggs. 
I have been raising the Brown Leg- 
horns for five years and never failed 
to get eggs except one time and then 
their heads were covered with a little 
black flea, but when I got them free 
from the fleas they began laying again 
at once, 

Am thinking. of buying an incubator, 
but know very little about them. 
Which is the kind to buy, a hot water or 
hot air machine? 

Would you advise me to buy a brood- 
er or try to make a home-made fire- 
less brooder? Any advice you will 
give me about the incubator or about 
how to feed my hens on free range 
will be appreciated. Uncle Joe, make 
our c¢ en page better and to come 
more n. 

Answer—Corn, wheat, peas and cane 
seed make a good feed for chickens, 
either on range or yarded, if rightly 
fed. Range chickens do not require, 
and should not have, near as much feed 
given them as the yarded birds, for the 
range birds pick up at least half their 
living, which the yarded fowls can- 
not do. A 
Feed corn sparingly, except in very 
cold weather. You cansfeed cornmeal 
more freely. 

Milk, sour, curd or clabber, is always 
good for chickens, winter or summer, 
and when fed as you do, daily, llittle 
or no meat scrap will be needed. 

As to oyster shells, all would de- 
pend on the land formation in your sec- 
tion. If limestone, with plenty of grit 
on the surface, you need no shell for 
your fowls. 

I can see no reason why your should 
buy any additional grain to supple- 
ment what you already have. 

Chickens always do better and are 
more contented when busy scratching 
in straw, leaves, etc. 

If you keep over twenty-five hens it 
will pay you:to buy an incubator. They 
are not hard to operate after you get 
the hang of it. It requires a little per- 
sonal attention and some thought to 
make the thing go and-even after ali 
your attention, you will sometimes have 
a “bum” hatch. I alWays blame it on 
thee  : 
Give me a hot water incubator first, 
last and all the time.. hey are not so 
hard to regulate and keep a more even 
heat. ; 

If you buy an incubator you will 
need more than one brooder, even if the 
ihcubator is omly of 100-egg capacity, 
for it is not safe to trust more than 25 
or 30 chicks in any one b r. ou 
might buy one to get the idea of their 
construction, and then make any oth- 
ers you may need. :

The Hive and the Colony. 


If we have chosen to keep our bees 
in a modern eagnt-frame hive, here is 
whatitis: The bottom is a nice tongued 
and grooved piece of dressed cypress, 
or pine. Its size is about 20 inches 
long, a bit more than 12, inches wide. 
‘On ite under side there are possibly 
two cleats to hold it fast. 

On this sets a neat pine box in size 
about 16 inches long, 11 inches wide, 
9 inches deep, inside measurement. It 
is well made, dove-tailed and carefully 
nailed at all corners. this house¢ 
rests eight light frames in which the 
bees are to build their combs for rear- 
ing brood and.storing winter. supplies. 
Each frame is rectangle about 15 
long by inches deep, inside

frame is stronger and wider than the 
bottom piece. In the top piecé is a 
roove for inserting and fastening the 
‘foundation comb for a starter for the 
bees so they may build their home in 
ance eget as allow it to be handled 
without ury. 

When the bees have builded thése 
eight brood combs they usually make 
their brood nests near the center of 
each, and then store honey and bee- 
bread around the edges. h_ frame 
and its comb may be lifted out for ex- 
amination at any time. This aids the 
keeper.. The supér, the box for the 


‘bees to store the honey which the 


keeper wants for his use, is made to 
get on top of the brood box. It is only 
about 5 inches deep, and holds twenty- 
four little’ square frames for the sec- 
tion honey. The top is made in dif- 
ferent styles.

shown must represent gains in the last 
half of the year, which indicates that 
1916 earnings ought to show still fur- 
ther expansion. One of the dangerous 
things about the present security sit- 
uation is that the public has been dis- 
regarding earnings increases of many 
high-grade, long-established compa- 
nies, but seems ready to pick up many 
highly speculative new issues which 
are being introduced from. time to time 
in the outside markets. Some compa- 
nies being formed now are commonly 
known to be formed to “make money 
out of stocks rather than their regu- 
lar business.’ It seems that such is- 
sues find a very ready market and 
usually have a quick advance follow- 
ing their introduction. Those gam-

An announce- 
ment is expected almost any day of the 
completion of another merger by which 
a company will be formed which will 
be second in size only to the United 
States Steel corporation. 


British Seize Securities. 


The security markets have been ma- 
terially disturbed by the seizure and 
holding up of American securities bein 
sent from Holland, Scandinavia an 
other neutral countries. The British 
government has taken the step on the 
ground that some of the _ securities 
were really coming from Germany and 
Austria and were being shipped through 
neutrals. While not so much concerned 
by the international questions invofVed, 
banking interests in ew York have 
been unable to make deliveries on many 
contracts and so are discussing steps 
by which they will be able to get their 
securities through in the future. 

The dividend record of the present 
month promises to eclipse that of any 
similar period of years, as there have 
been many increases in payments, re- 
sumptions, initial dividends and extra 
disbursements, included in the latter 
being a number of stock dividends or 
subscription rights at below market 
prices. This is only a natural reflection 
of the great increases in earnings of 
many corporations, 

The continued high rate of exports 
of all kinds of munitions of war is re- 
sponsible for increased interest in some 
of the war stocks. Other reasons for 
recent quiet absorption of these issues 
has been given by their good earnings’ 
reports recently published. The move- 
ment, however, has not shown any signs 
of becoming as active as last spring 
and in October, but it will grag be 
through the war issues that the public 
will return to the market when they 
are ready to buy again. Exports of 
powder, shells, cannon, etc., have been 
at a rate of about $2,000,000 a day for 
some‘ time. Since the war began, ac- 
cording to official estimates, there has 
been a total of about $250,000,000 in 
war munitions shipped from the Unit- 
ed States, but as many companies have 
only recently started to make deliveries, 
it is probable that the movement will 
soon assume much larger proportions 
than has been seen yet. It is estimat-. 
ed that shipments of munitions will 
soon be at a rate of above $100,000,000 
a month. 


New York, February 19.—This week’s 
announcements of new war loans, 


larger than the staggering issues al-- 


ready floated, hada sobering effect on 
Wall street. First. Canada announced 
that she wanted $250,000,000; so far the 
war has cost that country $150,000,000: 
Next, France announced that her bud- 
get for the second quarter of 1916 
would be $1,368,400,000; that was $490,- 
000,000 more than was appropriated for 
the first three months of 1916. Next, 
Great Britain spoke for $2,500,000,000, 


or a billion more than the last war: 


loan. Finally, this week’s cables from 
Copenhagen announced that Germany 
would soon be in the market for $2,- 
500,000,000. 

Since the war began August 1, 1914, 
France has increased her outstanding 
indebtedness by  $8,836,600,000 
England and Germany have each spent 
$10,000,000,000. If the struggle ¢on- 
tinues, however, even these‘ figures will 
seem small by comparison, for the cost 
continues to increase 
for example, at the outset, was spend- 
ing $3,000,000 a day; now her daily ex- 
penditures are mounting up to $25,000,-

Money Surplus Being Loaned Abroad. 
The money market shows no signe to 
indicate that higher rates will be seen 
in the spring, and there have been such 
accumulations of surplusses in all bank- 
ing centers that it is believed that; 
only six to eight months of steady in- 
crease in borrowing could bring about 
much higher rates. As a result of this 
abundance, new propositions to loan to 
foreign governments are now before 
bankers. They realize that the present 
great export movement, which has been 
at record figures for months, is not far. 
from impossible for many months to 
come if there is not something done 
towards extending long-time credits 
to foreign debtors. There are some 
signs now, it is said, of a great let- 
up in new buying, and in order to ward 
oft such a tendency, important bank- 
ers are in ‘Europe now to arrange about 
credits. A loan of $18,500,Q00 has been 
made to the Argentine Republic and 
one-year notes for the amount are now 
being sold to the public. This makes 
@ total of $53,500,000 loaned to Argen- 
tina since the war in Europe started. 
A credit of $100,000,000 for Russia is 
said to be nearing final terms. As a 
result of these plans for foreign credit 
there has been a firmer tone in for- 
eign exchange for some time, but if 
the loans should not go through, ex- 
change would probably react sharply. - 


Railroads Busiest Ever: 


The report of the American Railway 
@ssociation shows that there was a 
decrease of 25,470 in the surplus of 
idle cars on February 1 as compared 
with January 1. As the present sur- 
plus is only 21,485 on ebruary 1, 
there were more cars in service than 
at any time in the last two years. Much 
of the present surplus is said to be on 
the Pacific coast, with reports that on 
all lines east of the Rockies, with few 
exceptions, there is an actual shortage 
ef cars. This situation is further 
reflected in a congestion of freight, 
with no cars available to carry it, at 
many important shipping points. 

The shortage of idle cars speaks in 
itself of the great activity of railroads. 
This is further attested in the many 
large increases in. income shown in 
recent reports. Of them all, however. 
about the greatest expansion during 
the past year has been by the New 
York Central system which had such a 
large increase in income that it is go- 

to purchase new equipment out 

of earnings instead of issuing securi- 
ties with which to purchase it, which 
is an innovation in railroad financing. 
The greatest recent gains in railroad 
income have been by systems in sec- 
tions of the country which suffered the 
greatest depression a year or so ago 
and have, as a result of recent im- 
be industrial conditions, worked 
ack to normal or even better condi- 
tions. Of these, the greatest gains have 
been for southern roads, which are now 
earning about as much as they did in 
re-war times, and in some cases more.

Copper metal sold at 27% to 28 cents 
a pound during the past -week, with 
all offerings for deliveries at any time 
in the next six months ay gy’ snap- 
ped up by consumers. he London 
market has advanced even faster than 
it has here, with sales of copper there 
at the equivalent. of 29 cents a pound 
New York. Millions of pounds of cop- 
per are wanted abroad at once, but 
there is no way of supplying the de- 
mand excepting through such lots ef 
second-hand metal as come on the mar- 
ket from time to time. 

The steel market has been more ac- 
tive during the last week: or two as 
manufacturers are more willing to ac- 
cept orders for the last quarter . of 
1916 and the first part of 1917 than they 
were. A large amount of railroad busi- 
ness for such deliveries has been book- 
ed, and much more is in sight. Prices 
for steel products continue to adyance 
with still further gain in steel company 
earnings expected. 


Cetten and Wheat Outlook. 

Selling of wheat by speculative hold- 
ers eased up during the week, and even 
though buying demand was not heavy, 
there was a resultant advance in prices 
in the jeading markets. It is generally 
believed that the winter wheat situa- 
tion is not very good, and a smaller 
orep than earlier estimates is now 
looked for. P 

Cotton was under selling pressure by 
spot interests, and declines were heavy 
during the past week. The difficul- 
ties of getting shipping room is hold- 
ing down exports, and even though 
home consumption is on an advancing 
scale, it is not heavy enough to offset 
the smaller export movement. Foreign 
buying is expected to improve at the 
levels now prevailing, however, and 
there are also other signs that the 
recessions are about over.

When the expected.break came, how- 
ever, it was in the war-order industrial 
stocks, none of which were held abroad. 
What puzzled Wall street, and what 
continues to be a puzzle, is: Why do 
railroad stocks hold firm in the face 
of the foreign selling? Union Pacific; 
for example, one of the stocks heavily, 
owned abroad, which has not been sub- 


‘jected during the past two years to any 


special disturbing influences at home, 
touched its high mark in 1914, at 141%, 
and in 1915 at 140%, which is not far 
from the prices now ruling. Northern 


Pacific is another stock which is a, 


favorite abroad, and has not been af- 
fected by dividend charges, floods, 
strikes, etc. For 1914 Northern Pacific's 
high was 119; for 1915, 118%. Great 
Northern established its high in 1914 
at 128% and at 127% in 1915, which is 
not far above the present ruling price. 
Many other similar cases can e 
cited, and the absence of the. public 
from the buying side of the stock. mar- 
ket for the-past eight weeks leads to 
the conclusion that the securities which 
have been returned from abroad have 
been carried by the banks here in loans. 
That conclusion is strengthened when 
it is found that during the past year 
the loans of the New York banks alone 
have’ been increased by $1,000,000,000, 
or by exactly the same amount named 
as covering the extent of the foreign 
liquidation of our securities. 


Huge Lean Expansion. 


No one-will claim that the $1,000,000,- 
000 expansion in the New York bank 
loans was brought about bv carrying 
all of the $1,000,000,000 foreign-owned 
securities which have been returned. 
No one will claim that the returned 
stocks have been going into the hands 
of investors at the rate of $10,000,000 a 
week. But the i:.crease in the loans of 
the New York banks is all out of pro- 
portion compared with the same item 
in the banks of the country as a whole, 
and it will be admitted that the securi-. 
ties in question are being carried 
largely by our banks. 

All of which brings up several nice 
points regarding thé future of the 
stock market. On- one hand it can be 
argued that, in view of the constantly 
expanding earning power of the raftl- 
roads, the foreign liquidation can be 
kept in hand and concluded in an op- 
derty fashion to the benefit of ammu- 
nition makers and thé farmers in par- 
ticular and the country as a whole. 
But, on the other hand, there, is ground 
for the arguments heard in the financial 
district this week that in allowing the 
returned securities to “back up” ‘an 
artificial situation is being created 
which contains elements of danger. 
Something of the kind happened two 
years ago and some of our Wall street 
banks as a result showed nome heart-

New York, Februa 18.—One work- 
man is dead and another is missing as 
the result of a compressed air éxplo- 
sion late today in a subway under 
construction 100 feet below the sur- 
face of the Hast river.

He believed, he 
stated, that the \participation of star 
actors and artists in the movies so in- 


entire way, for a small amount of 
money, the suggestion even of some- 
thing they would never see otherwise, 
the movies are fulfilling a mission 
which is more or less great. 

To bring art and the beautiful more 
generally to the people is one of the 
principles of civilization and one which 
the world ia patronizing. 

Not long ago in a southern city*an 
agent came to arrange for. a series of 
lectures on a great literary theme. The 
lecturer, she claimed, was one who ap- 
pealed singularly to more cultured 
people. Hig message was the message 
of the scholar, and he never appeared 
in public halid: because his audience 
was always composed of exclusive peo- 
iple. The truth is, before the agent 
had well launched the news of the 
speaker’s coming, she gave the impres- 
sion that not the price paid was for 


sonnel of the patrons, and it . looked 
very much as if, with the ticket, each 
patron would be asked to bring with 
him or her at least a picture of thelr 
family tree, But the people of the 
southern city, hospitable even with 
their culture, reasoned like this: “Why 
should we keep to a chosen f:w the 
message this great acholar could bring 
us?” and they would ask, “Why not 
rent @ hall and let everybody come who 
can pay?’ 

The more the agent talked about the 
mentdl attainments and grace of the 
speaker, the more the people of the 
community determined to be demo- 
cratic, and give the people who had 
not heard about the scholar the chance 
to hear him. 

“Why should he be pent up with a 
chosen few? It would be selfish,” they 
réasoned. “Why not let us be ‘demo- 
cratic and let the message be carried 
on.” So great became the determina- 
tion of the chosen few to share their 
joys the agent decided that that par- 
ticular southern community was no 
place to launch a drawing room idol.

Now the movies represent to a great 
extent the spirit expressed in these 
people. The movies have come and just 
pushed the stage idol out, where the 
people who could not see him other- 
wise have a chance. The movies have 
actually tried to give the public those 
problem plays which depend more on 
lines than action. They have put on 
Ibsen plays, and made a very g00d pass 
at it. To those who are making a fuss 
about the movies and their deteriorating 
influences on artand the drama I cannot 
but suggest that it is better to let people 
get an impression of art, even in an 
inadequate way, than to put it out of | 
their reach entirely by the. tax 
aamittance fee.

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PARADOXICAL PROHIBITION; 
GEOKGIA AND HER NEIGHBURS 

It is a remarkable fact that in Georgia 
and her neighboring states on all sides— 
Tennessee, South Carolina, Florida and 
Alabama—where more or less drastic prohi- 
bition laws have been enacted, these laws 
practically legalize and invite the importa: 
tion into the state of intoxicating liquors of 
substantially the per capita consumption of 
the nation. 

The United States mails are wide open 
to liquor solicitation, and the invitation to 
buy and every possible loophole has been 
left, apparently thoughtfully go, to invite in- 
terstate traffic in alcoholic drinks, rather 
than suppress it. 

Whether or not it was intended to make 
a travesty of prohibition; The Constitution 
does not attempt to say. But we do say that 
the kind of prohibition every one of these 
states is going to have under the extraordi- 
nary conditions created by the laws which 
they have enacted, will be nothing short of 
travesty. 

The question which naturally arises ‘here 
is, do these states want prohibition or not? 
By that we mean real prohibition. It is 
difficult to understand what can be the in- 
tention when the state legislature declares 
prohibition to mean that a man can easily 
have access to enough liquor to debauch a 
whole neighborhood in a single night. 


’ Frankly, doesn’t this indicate that the law 


was not intended to be effective? 

If a state has the right fo limit individual 
importation to six or twelve gallons within 
@ year, then it must equally have the right 
to limit to medicinal doses. Why wasn’t 
this done? The fact that it has not been 
done indicates pretty strongly that the pro- 
hibition leaders were evidently afraid to face 
the music. 

What do they propose to do about it? If 
Georgia and these other states are going to 
get real prohibition—and the indications are 
they are all coming to it, at least by de 
grees—-they have got to tighten up the lines. 

This sort of paradoxical prohibition is 
prohibition in name only. If only 100,000 
Georgians, or about 3 per cent of the state’s 
population, should order their allotted con- 
sumption, it would mean 600,000. gallons for 
the year. Is anybody foolish enough ‘to 
think f€ is going to stop there? If he does, 
he has another think coming to him. 

There will be no real prohibition in any 
of these states until the matter is dealt with 
further by the states and by the federal 
government. They must act together and 
provide the laws through which alone it-may 
be achieved.

BUILDING THE DIXIE HIGHWAY 
Good roads advocates all over the south 
will read with intense interest the story 
published in The Constitution today from 
General Alfred, F. Sanford, of Knoxville, 
president of the Chattanooga-to-Cincinnati 
division, eastern routé, Dixie Highway, in 
which he tells of the splendid achievement 
in the construction of that valuable link. 
Traversing seventeen counties between 
Cincinnati and Chattanooga and passing 
through Knoxville, this road constitutes one 
of the most important links in the eastern 


division of the Dixie Highway from Chicago 
to Miami. ; 

Before the end of the present year this 
eastern route will have been completed to 
the point where it will be travelable from one 
end of the year ta the other and every duy 
in the year, regardless of weather condi- 
tions. This remarkable achievement is due 
to organized effort, and the organization 
which made it possible was brought about 
and firmly established by General Sanford. 

General Sanford not only saw the possi- 
bilities in the situation, but recognized the 
necessities of it. He brought together rep- 
resentatives of every county traversed by 
this route, secured from them pledges of 
immediate road improvement, and at their 
instance agreed to accept the leadership of 
the organization. : 

In twelve out of seventeen counties hard 
surfaced roads, 
around, have already been built. In two 
other counties similar roads are either un- 
der construction or contracts have been let 
for them. In the three remaining counties 
the money or bonds have already been 
voted for hard surfaced roads, and these 
will be built during the spring and summer 
of the current year. , 

This means that under present condi- 
tions, before the end of 1916, this will be 
the best and most serviceable part of the 
whole route. 

What has been so well done upon the 
eastern Tennessee and Kentucky route can 
be done upon other divisions of the Dixie 
Highway. It is simply a question of efficient 
and determined organization. The same thing 
can easily be done upon those portions*of 
the route in Georgia and Florida yet to be 
improved, and if it is done, by the end of 
this year it will be possible to start from 
Miami in any weather and go straight 
through to Cincinnati. ; me 

If the people, and particularly the road 
authorities, of the Georgia and Florida 
counties which the Dixie Highway traverses 
will read and profit by what General San- 
ford and his organization have done, it wil! 
mean the early completion of a magnificent 
highway system comparable in value only 
to a trunk line railroad with its splendid 
feeders. 

Another year should see this division 
of the Dixie Highway completed throughout 
its two thousand miles from Chicago .to 
Miami. 
one of the most remarkable achievements 
in all of American good roads construction. 


A LYNCHING REMEDY. 


An interesting suggestion of a remedy 
for lynching and mob law in Georgia is 
made by Colonel P. H. Brewster, one of 
Georgia's 
published elsewhere in The Constitution 
today. 

Based upon the fact that trial for crime 
is necessarily held under our constitution in 
the county and community where the al- 
leged offense is committed, Judge Brewster 
points out that lynchers feel themselves 
safe from punishment because of local in- 
fluence and environment. 

“If we really mean what we say, and are 
in earnest about suppfessing the evil which 
is damning Georgia in the opinion of the 
world,” then Colonel Brewster suggests that 
the thing to do is to amend the constitution 
of the state so as to transfer jurisdiction in 
all cases of mob law to a court distant from 
the locality in which the crime was com- 
mitted. Colonel Brewster expresses the 
opinion that this constitutional amendment 
accompanied by the appropriate statutes to 
enforce and carry it out in detail would 
prove an effective remedy, because the 
lynchers would then understand that, ff ar- 
rested and tried, they must go before courts 
and jurors who could not be swayed by 
local sentiment or local feeling. 

Colonel Brewster’s suggestion will be a 
valuable contribution to the discussion of a 
subject which is just now agitating the 
state from one end to the other, and which 
must agitate it still more severely and 


effectively, if definite results in the direction 


of law enforcement are to be attained. 

There is no question that Georgia has 
got to do something to mitigate this lynch- 
ing evil which is blackening her reputation, 
not only abroad, but right close to home, 
and which, as our own people have pointed 
out, threatens to undermine the very civili- 
zation of the state. What that something 
shall be is a problem which state executive

Clearing House for Employment 
Has Broadened Scope of Work 


Among the recommendations made by the 
federal reserve board to congress which, if 
adopted, will amend the federal reserve act, 
is cne which has caused comment among the 
bankers of this city. The federal .regerye 
board recommends that the act be so amend- 
ed as to permit national banks to establish 
branch offices within the city or county in 
which they are located. “Branch office” is 
presumed to be synonymous in meaning with 
“branch bank.” For many years the feel- 
ing has prevailed among bankers that it 
would be a good thing if they were permit- 
ted by law to establish branch institutions. 
As’*they were not so permitted, some of the 
bankers worked out a plan by means of 
which they were able to secure institutions 
which were. branches in fact, if not in name. 
This was done by purchasing controlling 
interests by the stockholders or executive 
officers of one bank in one or more other 
banks. Sometimes the officers or some. of 
the stockholders of national banks in New 
York in this way secured substantial con- 
trol of several other banks. : 

Presumably, it was one of the purposes 
of the Clayton law to put an end to such 


relations between one bank and others as 


would make possible all the conveniences 
and advantages of branch bank ownership. 
Directorates Greatly Changed. 

Early in January,‘the directorates of some 
of the national banks of New York were 
considerably changed through the withdrawal 
of those who theretofore had been direc- 
tors in two or more banks and the elec- 
tion of new directors who were free from 
any other bank association. This was done 
so that there. might be compliance with the 


Clayton law. 


One of the first suggestions made by 


bankers of this city who read the recom- 
mendation of the federal reservé board which, 
if adopted, permits the establishment of 
branch banks, was this: Take the case, it 
was said, of the National City bank and the 
Bank of Commerce. One of these is the 
largest of American‘ banks and the seventh 
largest in the world. The other stands near 
the head in the list of great banks in New 
York. The relations between these two 
They have 
been represented by dirctors who served in 
the boards of both banks. The Clayton law 
makes a relation of that kind illegal. And 
yet if congress accepts the recommendation 
made by the federal reserve board it would 
be possible for the City bank to secure con- 
trol of the Bank of Commerce and after that 
was done establish it as a branch bank. The 
probability is that this would not be done. 
But bankers have been asking the question 
among themselves: Could it be. done should 
congress adopt the recommendation of the 
federal reserve board? 
First National and Chase Nation 1. 

The First National bank and the Chase 
National are numbered among the largest 
of New ‘York banks. Heretofore their rela- 
tions have been intimate and they have many 
interests in common. They have been rep- 
resented in their boards of directors by the 
same men. Would it be, possible, bankers 
ask, if branch banks be permitted by law, 
for the First National to buy control of the 
Chase National and then subordinate it to 
the position of a branch bank? If that could 
be done would not the Clayton law be an- 
nulled by this legislature, so far as the pro- 
vision which prohibits the same men from 
serving on two or three more banks is con- 
cerned? 

Bankers are speaking of a bill which was 
introduced in congress at about the time 
that the federal reserve board made its rec- 
ommendations. They say that, so far as they 
know, this bill was not the proposition of 
any banker. If they understand the bill, it 
would, if it should become law, permit the 


same executive officers, managers and cler- °‘ 
ical force assoicated with one bank in a- 


city of the first-class, also in like manner 
to be. associated with another bank, provided 
the federal re. ..e. board finds that these 
two banks are non-competitive. Sh. uld thig 
bill become a law, it would serve also to 
annual one of the provisions of the Clayton 
bill. 

Cautiously, wonder is expressed whether 
there is not at. this time some effort under 


’ way by means:.of which certain of the bank- 


ing features of the Clayton law may be an- 
nulled. 

The recommendations of the federal re- 
serve board have atready been read with 


‘great interest by bankers of this city, and 


‘probably by bankers of other cities. That 
they should have been made by the federal 
reserve board is taken as good evidence that 
this central body is keenly awake to the 
necessity for improvements in the federal 


reserve act. 

*’ Those who drafted the federal reserve act 
—or some of them at least—were confident 
that the law would put an end to gvhat was 
called the control by the so-called money 
power of important banking institutions. The 
answer first made to those who had this 
intent in mind was the choice of Benjamin 
Strong, Jr., as governor'of the federal re- 
serve bank in the district of which New 
York city is\the center. This was supple- 
mented by the choice of Pierre Jay as one of 
the officers of the bank. Both of these bank- 
ers have been prominently associated with 
powerfal banking institutions. 
Strong, Jr., was the president of a bank of 
which the officers and stockholders were .ex- 
clusively bankers. If any institution reflect-

One of the latest, according to press 
dispatches of February 8, was a well- 
known small bank of: Georgia. Its 
original eapital stock was $15,000. 

The public is rapidly learning that a 
banking institution of such limited 
Capital cannot be successfully operated 
unless excesSively high rates of inter- 
est are charged, and high rates of in- 
terest, as a rule, cannot He had except 
on doubtful and questionable security. 
Such banks are not safe . depositories 
for any.one, and the large number of 
failures of such banks indicates, for- 
tunately, that they are rapidly passing 
away. O& 

These small banks were primarily 
organised to be a money making ma-' 
chine for promoters with a purely self- 
ish motive. in view. Unfortunately. 
small wage earners have suffered great 
loss*thereby, being unversed in matters 
financial they think that any institu- 
tion bearing the name bank is a safe 


Place to deposit their meager savings. 
Such depositors,-as a rule, do not in- 
quire into the stability of such a bank- 
ing institutions, and as the result those 
that can least afford it are the great- 
est sufferers when they see posted on 
the bank’s door “Closed—In the Hands 
of the Examiners.” One of the great- 
est. factors in preventing these tempo- 
rary and -mushroom banking institu- 
tions is lower rates of interest and 
stronger usury laws. It is difficult to 
conceive of a bank operating under. a 
charter from the state of Georgia and 
charging and collecting rates of inter- 
est that correspond with the insidious 
toll taken by a pawnbroker, and yet 
such conditions are alleged to have 
been discovered by the treasury depart- 
ment in: Washington. 

To operate. a bank successfully re- 
quires the services of capable business 
men. 
small salaries paid by banks with only 
$15,000 capital. The resglt is that such 
ores are usually operated by incom- 
pétent men and often by men of doubt- 
ful integrity. Disaster is bound to fol- 
low. This has been proved by the large 
number of institutions that have gone 
to the wall since the first section of 
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Buyers’ Guide and Reference Directory o 
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Such men cannot be had for the

Incompetency, speculation, embezzle- 
ment, excessive loans to doubtful peo- 
ple and the ose Sing of some business 
or industry greatly in excess of a cor- 
rect ratio of loans to capital stock has 
been the cause of such failures.. One 
bank failed rogemthy. from excessive 
loans -to a cotton mill; another exces- 
sive loans to a- furniture factory; an- 
other to excessive loans to a duck mill. 
In such instances some of the officers 
}of the bank were also officers or own- 
ers in the industries mentioned. 
‘For a bank to succeed it must first 
have a reasonablé capital and second 
it must. be officered by capable men 


and have an intelligent, reliable and 
unselfish board of directors—men who 


do not seek to use the ba 
altogether for their personal gain. 

‘Safety first” should be the motto. of 
every bank that desires to live and 
serve the purpose for which ‘such insti- 
tution exists.

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Can Make Your Household 
Tasks An Aid to Grace, Says Expert

HEN a woman has learned 
WL ine full value of correct 

posture as an aid to health 
as well as an indication of grace, she 
will not find her household duties so 
much of a drudgery, but rather a 
profitable way of getting the mus- 
cular exercise which is absolutely ¢s- 
sential to perfect vitality. 

Most of the energy of the body, as 
stated in a previous article, is pro- 
duced in the muscles; and a muacie 
which is permanently unused disin- 
tegrates and ig absorbed. The waist 
muscles are most frequently robbed 
of their amount of activity, which te 
the reason why the fat so often set- 
tles around the hips and waist. 
Household work, with the freedom 


which it affords, gives one of the best. 


opportunities for restoring the activ- 
ity of those muascies. 


Hold Body Erect. 


Hold the body erect from the hips, 
always. When you have occasion to 
reach up, make the reach with the 
waist muscles, not simply with the 
arm, which is apt to give a strain on 
the abdominal muscies, if the torso 
is settled down on the hips, as:it so 
frequently is. 

Make frequent turns of the body 
at the waist. Be sure that the turn 
is made away from the leg bearing 
the weight. This is one of the im- 
portant “appositions’” of the body— 
the torso should always move in op-

position to the strong or weight-bear- 
ing leg. It is this which gives the 
little “tension” to the muscles, 50 
essential to the retention of their re- 
siliency and tone, as well as pre- 
eerving the natural lines of grace. 


Make Bend at Hips. 


Then in performing the work which 
requires bending, be sure that the 
bend is made at the hips and waist 
and not at the shoulders. Make a 
table of the back, and not an arch. 

Iam aasuming that you have com- 
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menced the day correctly, by finding 
your center of gravity in standing— 
weight forward on the balls of the 
feet, always—never on the heels. 
Change position as frequently as con- 
venient—always remembering the ta 
positions above outlined. 

Following these simple rules wil? 
reduce the waistline and establish 
improved lines of bodily grace, at 
the same time increasing the bodily 
energy and vitality. There is no 
other way of turning food into energy 
than through muscular activity and 
correct breathing.

(Of Knoxville, president of the Chat- 
tanooga-to-Cincinnati division of the 
eastern route of the Dixie Highway.) 


When the great idea of the Dixie 
highway, which is to connect Chicago 
and Miami, was first conceived by its 
eriginators and possible routes were 
tentatively suggested by them in the 
original maps first issued of the pro- 
posed lines to bé traversed, that part 
of the present eastern route which runs 
north from Chattanooga to Knoxville, 
piercing the mountains at Cumberland 
Gap, thence through eastern Kentucky 
to Lexington and Cincinnati, did not 
appear on any map, nor was it thought 
of as a possibility by any of the orgi- 
nal promoters. This was due doubtless 
to the fact that it had escaped the gen- 
eral knowledge of the public, and, in 
fact, of the people living along this 
line themselves, chat a connected pike 
system across upper East Tennessee 
to Cumberland Gap and through the 
mountains of southeastern Kentucky 
had of its own accord been shaping it- 
self for a year previous. 

An organized effort for a through 
road through the mountains of south- 
eastern Kentucky was then being made 
by the Boone Way association, under 
the leadership of James Maret, an in- 
defatigable good roads worker of Mt. 
Vernon, Ky., ‘which association had in- 
terested the people of the mountain 
counties of southeastern Kentucky in 
building a through road from Cumber- 
land Gap over the route followed by 
Daniel Boone to Louisville, and for 
which road money had been voted in 
several counties. Part of this route 
was afterward selected as part of the. 
Dixie highway, and, in fact, made the 
eastern route possible by providing the 
necessary outlet through the Kentucky 
mountains. The voting of $360,000 of 
road bonds by Claiborne county, Ten- 
nessee, about the same time supplied 
the other link necessary to connect 
Kentucky with East Tennessee’s al- 
ready existing good roads system. 

At the first meeting of governors 
held in Chattanooga, at which - the 
movement received its first big im- 
petus, this route was not suggested or 
thought of by anyone. However, the 
people of Knoxville and Cumberland 
Gap, on looking at the first published 
maps of proptsed routes for the Dixie 
highway and casting around as to route 
possibilities in their own sections, dis- 
covered that in connection with the 
Boone Way movement that here was a 
through route practically all provided 
for across the great stretch traversing 
the two states of Kentucky and Ten- 
nessee and immediately proceeded to 
get busy in getting this fact before 
the Dixie highway authorities. 

Maps of this route appeared in The 
Knoxville Journal and Tribune for the 
first time in April, 1915, and were cl

A Great Seenic Route. 


The territory traversed by this route 
presents a most varied and. attractive 
trip for the tourist.

in its absence of cotton fields, passes 
through Knoxville, a city of 85,000 pop- 
ulation, traverses a great coal, iron and 
mineral section and displays the scenic 


wonders of historic Cumberland Gap, 
then emerges from the- Kentucky 


/'mountains into the far-famed blue- 
Lexington, 


grass region surrounding 
which with its famous good roads sys- 
tems s 1d be a Mecca for tourists. 
Historic points connected with Daniel 
Boone and Revolutionary days, and the 
celebrated mountain echool at Berea, 
Kentucky, are among the many points 
of interest to be encountered on this 
route. At no time will the tourist be 


\far from a railway station or telegraph 
office or town capable of furnishing 
accommodations and supplies. 
First Threugh Reute Completed. 
Subsequent events have proven that 


{the elaims of the eastern route advo- 


cates were not exaggerated, and that 
the late entered dark horse in the hard- 
fought and much-argued race for des- 
ignation as the official Dixie highway 
will probably be the first under the 
wire in delivering a complete stretch 
of improved road across the states of 
Tennessee and Kentucky. 

The inspection tour made by the 
Dixie highway officials_last fall over 
the western branch across these two 
states was not intended as an an- 
nouncement to the world that the route 
was ready for tourist travél. Many dif- 
ficult road conditions making the trip 
as a through trip at present impracti- 
cable for pleasure touring were en- 
countered as it was expected they 
would be, the main object of this trip 
being to further stimiulate the interest 
in prompt good road work along the 
line. That trip in crossing Kentucky 
and Tennesse over the western route 
via Louisville and Nashville, thence to 
Chattanooga, found the most difficult 
part through the mountains between 
Nashville and Chattanooga,. where 
there is a large amount of. construc- 
tion work to be done and which will 
naturally take some time before it can 
be offered to the touring penite as af 
good through road. 


It is the plan of the. officials of the 
Dixie Highway association to make an 
inspection trip of the eastern route via 
Cincinnati and Knoxville in the fall 
of 1916, and it is also their belief that 
they will be able at that time to offi- 
clally dedicate this part of the eastern 
route as ready to be used by the pub- 
lic for a through real pleasure trip 
over modern hard surfaced, aH weath- 
er roads without ford or ferry, from 
Ohio! to Georgia. If this is correct, 
that trip will be a notable one and will 
doubtless be participated in by hun- 
dreds of automobilists who will make 
a great celebration over the comple- 
tion of that long and vital section of 


the road. If all plans go as indica- 
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pn rm 
tions now point, this will be the case® 
and Georgians may wake up one morn- 
ing and find, sooner than they had ex- 
pected to, a°through hard surfaced, all 
weather road, traversing beautiful 
scenery, stretch out before them in- 
viting to a delightful tour northward. 
Now Available for New York Trip. 
The map accompanying this article 
will explain at a glance the possibili- 
ties and probabilities of this and also 
some other yaluable connections al- 
ready afforded Georgians by the Dixie 
highway which are even now in: condi- 
tion to give Georgia new and. attract- 
ive touring. routes, particularly, the 
connection to New York, which offers 
probably. a better road today by using 
the Dixie highway as far as Knoxville, 
than any other route from Atlanta to 
New York. Solid macadam, without

CTUAL fighting, no less than 
A strenuous efforts to be ready for 
it, had-added its sharp definition 

to all else that the year disclosed. 

In July (1861) General McDowell 
had moved with the new federal 
levies from Washington southward, 
for a stroke at Richmond. 

At Bull Run, on the twenty-first, he 
had met the confederate forces under 
Generals Beauregard and Joseph E. 
Johnston, and after a stubborn and 
sanguinary battle had been’ thrown 
back in utter rout, his regiments not 
to be kept ¢ogether because of the 
panic and confusion of their flight. 

But it had been a battle and noth- 
ing more. 

The troops on the one side as on 
the other were raw volunteers; both 
governments had hoped until the other 
day to see the conflict ended by a 
mere show of force or by some sudden 
stroke, and the confederate command- 
ers were as little prepared to follow 
up an advantage as their opponents 
would have been. : 

For a moment the south thought 
that this battle was all; the confed- 
erate troops themselves believed that 
it was, and incontinently set out in 
crowds for heir homes, without leave 
taken. 

In fact it had only shown that there 
must be set campaigne and a war of 
conquest. 

Down all the long border between 
north and south which followed the 
River Ohio to the Mississippi, the lines 
had been made clear, the while, which 
were to be the boundaries of the con- 
federacy, its outer lines of defense.

the defenses of the south. 


AFTER THE 
SINEWS OF WAR. 


R. Lincoln called congress to 

assemble in extra session on 

July 4, 1861; and it addressed it- 
self very heartily to the task of sup- 
plying the government with means of 
mastery. 
_ It voted the moneys asked for by 
the executive and the loan necessary 
to supply them; authorized the presi- 
dent to call for five hundred thousand 
voluntéers; declared a blockade of the 
southern ports; gave explicit statutory 
definition to conspiracy against the 
government; and provided for the con- 
fiscation of all property used against it. 

In the regular session which present- 
ly followed, in December, it set out 
at once, in systematic wise, upon the 
policy of aid and taxation by which 
it meant at one and the same time to 
increase the resources of the country 
and put them at the service of the 
government. 

By midsummer, 1862, its program 
was complete and enacted into law. 

Tariff duties were increased at every 
point at which domestic producers 
could be protected against foreign 
competition, and direct taxes were 
laid upon the products thus favored; 
specific taxes on iron, steel, paper, coal, 
}ol, leather and a few other manufac- 
tures put upon a especial list, and on 
other manufactures a general tax ad- 
yalorem., 

A liberal charter was given for a 
Union Pacific railway which was to 
bind the two coasts of the continent 
together and give an eastern outlet to 
the produce of the west, and with it 
were given immense grants of public 
land along its route in aid of its con- 
struction. " 

“Homestead” plots of the public land 
were offered at a nominal price to 
heads of families who -would settle 
upon them in the west; and large sec- 
tions of the public domain were voted 
to the westarn states in aid of the 
establishment of agricultural collegés 
—in order that the spread of popvia- 
‘tion and of productive industry might 
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accumulation of wealth foreed on 
apace; while at the same time a gen- 
eral income tax was established, rail- 


way, steamboat and express companies 
were required to pay to the govern- 
ment a percentage of their gross re- 
ceipts, and various occupation were 
closed except to those who would take 
out federal licenses. 

It was a policy of nurse and use 
which could not fail to yield the sinews 
of. war. 

It meant that the resources of the 
north were to be added to and diversi- 
fied at the very time they were being 
spent. ' 

It had already become evident that 
the federal government must look for 
no sympathy from abroad in its effort 
to prevent secession. 

The sympathy of foreign govern- 
ments, it was plain, if the events. of 
the first year of the anxious business 
were to be read as evidence, was with 
the south, not with the north. 

It was likely they would observe 
very complacently any process of war 
or disintegration which promised to 
break the power of the huge republic 
growing up in the west, ere its rivalry 
in trade and influence should menace 
them. 

The blockade of the southern ports 
was, moreover, a direct blow at a lu- 
crative trade in which more than one 
of them was interested: 

Immediately upon receiving news of 
Mr. Lincoln’s proclamation of the 
blockade and of Mr. Davis’ answering 
offer to grant letters of marque and 
reprisal against’ the commerce of the 
United States both France and Eng- 
land had issued proclamations of neu- 
trality which gave to the confederate 
government international standing as 
a belligerent; and before the year was 
out an ugly incident seemed for a mo- 
ment to threaten war with England. 


A BREACH OF 


INTERNATIONAL LAW. 

HE most influential classes in 
L England were known to sym- 

pathize with the south: hundreds 
of English factories must stand idle 
and thousands of workingmen be 
brought to the verge of starvation, if 
the south, the great cotton field of the 
world, was to be shut against com- 
merce; and the southern leaders were 
prompt to seek England's active coun- 
tenance. 

They sent commissioners over- sea 
both to England and to France, to ask 
recognition; to England Mr. James M. 
Mason, of Virginia, a grandson of 
George Mason, the statesman of the 
revolution; to France Mr. John Slidell, 
of Louisiana. 

Leaving Charleston for the West In- 
dies, they took passage at Havana on 
the English steamer Trent for Eng- 
land. 

On the 8th of November the steamer 
was overhauled in the Bahama chan- 
nel by a United States man-of-war, and 
the commissioners were taken from 
her and carried prisoners to Fort War- 
ren, in Boston harbor. : 

It was a gross breach of interna. 
tional law, and of principles which the 
United States government had itself, 
always been forward to insist upon; 


and England made instant protest, 
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nificantly accompanied by preparations 
for war. 

The act was disavowed and the pris- 
oners released so soon as the matter 
was looked into. .. 

Mr. Lincoln had no mind te take any 
false step or cast any doubt on the 
principles of his government at such 
a juncture. 

But the unpleasant feelings provoked 
by the unfortunate affair were not so 
easily put by. War between the two 
nations had come close enough to give 
both a very disturbing glimpse of pos- 
sible fatal antagonisma. \ 

The spring of 1862 saw armies upon 
all the long borders of the confed- 
eracy and fleets upon the coasts and 
on the western rivers. 

The area of the war was defined. 
Before the end of the war its whole 
scope and character were determined. 

In the west stroke after stroke of 
the federal arma forced the confederate 
lines southward. 

The accumulating northern armies 
and flotillas broke their way down the 
valleys of the western rivers like an 
irresistible, crushing weight. 

In the east, on the contrary, all 
things hung doubtful, 

The federal commanders there had 
not. the gifts of the men in the west 
and fought against antagonists who 
outplayed them at every move. They 
found no way to concentrate. their 
force upon the southern armies; were 
puzzled how to take the best way of 
attack and yet keep Washington cov- 
ered; and Richmond seemed more inac~- 
cessible than the heart of Alabama. 

Men who had the character and the 
capacity to succeed in the field made 
their way one by one to federal com- 
mand in the west at the very ‘outset; 
conspicuous amang them Ulysses 
Grant, a quiet soldier whose qualities 
only a day of action could bring out. 

He had won a first lieutenancy at 
twenty-five in the Mexican war; but 
few except his immediate superiors 
had noticed how his capacity had shown 
itself. upon occasion in that fight-

ADVANCE. | 
LYSSES GRANT came of plain 
stock in which there was small 
impulse of achievement; his fac- 
ulties fell dull in all ordinary seasons; 
there was a rustic simplicity about 
him which made him pass unnoticed 
among strangers, a lack of self-asser- 
tion which rendered him disinclined to 
quarrel with obscurity. 

He had withdrawn from the army at 
$2 because the empty routine of a sol- 
dier’s life worked a deep demoraliza- 
tion upon his easy-going nature when 
no action of consequence was in hand; 
but at the outbreak of the war he had 
enlisted again, as & volunteer, and had 
been given command of southeastern 
Missouri with the rank. of general of 
brigade in the volunteer service. 

Then it was that the qualities which

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Ohio and the Mississippi, the other at 
the junction of the Ohio and the Ten- 
nessee. From Cairo ‘the Mississippi 
flowed down to the gulf through the 
very heart of the confederacy; at Pa- 
ducah the Tennessee found its outlet, 
coming all the long way round about 
Tennessee out of the northern counties 
of Alabama; and near at hand, scarce- 
ly ten miles away, came down the 
Cumberland from its 660-mile journey 
through Kentucky and northern Ten- 
nessee. 

In February, 1862, the movement of 
the federal troops southward began, 
up the valleys of the rivers, under 
General Pope, General Buell, General 
Thomas and General Grant, support- 
ed at each advance by gunboats on the, 
rivers, and by midsummer a great 
wedge of armed men and boats had 
been driven into the confederate ter- 
ritory. 

General Grant, supported by a fleet 
of gunboats under Commodore Foote, 
moved up the Tennessée river and took 
Fort Henry on February 6, and on the 
16th crossed to the Cumberland and 
took Fort Donelson. 

Following his movement, a force un- 
der General .Pope, similarly supported 
by an armed flotilla, with infinite dif- 
ficulity cleared the Mississippi of the 
confederate blockade at New Madrid 
and Island Noe. 10, lying like outposts 


at the northern boundary lines of Ar- |. 


kansas and Tennessee. 

General Grant, with that grim: thor- 
oughness which ali men presently saw 
in him when once he was afoot, press- 
ed forward, beyond the forts on the 
Tennessee and the Cunsberland; to 
strike at Corinth, a railway center in 
northern Mississippi. 

It wae his principle to be moving al-, 
ways, forcing the fighting. He knew 
the men against whom he acted, he: 
thought; most of them had been his 
comrades in Mexico. He thought he 
knew what mistakes they would make. 

But they checked him very sharply 
whenever he blundered or expressed 
himself without force enough to crush 
them.

N a Sunday morning, the 6th of 
April, a confedérate force under 
General Albert Sidney- Johnston

forces to hold the Mississippi any- 
where above Vicksburg. : 
Qn June 6th Fort Pillow was a 
doned, and on the 6th the federal gun- 
boats, by desperate fighting, broke the 
defenses of Memphis. 

The river was open down to Vicks- 
burg. 

Meanwhile a fleet operating from the 
sea below had gained control of the 


lower reaches of the river also, and 


Vicksburg was accessible by the fed- 
eral forces from the south. 

On the 18th of April Commodore 
Farragut, who, as spring approached, 
had been sent to the gulf to see what 
could be done to render the blockade 
effective at New Orleans, had opened 
fire on the forts which guarded the 
main outlets of the river. 

His fire proving of slow effect, he 
determined to attenipt the passage of 
the river without taking them, and on 
the 24th ran past them. The next day 


he took possession of the city, which 


had been evacuated upon hig’ approach. 

The forta, thus isolated, were given 
up, and General Butler was put in 
possession of New Orleans, with the 
troops which had been waiting, in- 
effective till Farragut came, on Ship 
Island. 

When the year was out the confed- 
erate power touched the Mississippi no- 
where but at Port Hudson and at 
Vicksburg, standing high upon its 
bluffs, a tangle of marsh and stream 
drawn about it everywhere but at the 
south and east, where the confederate 
armies were most easily handled to 
maintain it. 

Grant, still striking southward, at- 


tempted the formidable place before the, 


year closed, seconded by General Sher- 
man moving south from Memphis on 
the civer.
